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A TORNADO’S VISIT 


Pettis County Was in the Path 
of the Storm. 


IT CAME WITHOUT WARNING. 


Great Damage Waa Done, But There 


Were No Fatalities. Nor W as 
Any Person Injured. 


A wind storm closely b ordering on 
a tornado trav eled frtrm south west to 
north east th rough a portion of Pettis 
county ab out 3 :3 0 o’clock y esterday 
afternoon, 
and great damage 
was 
done, b ut th ere were no fatalities, nor 
'Vk'as any person injured, 
so far as 
known wh en th e Democrat went to 
press. 
Th e storm swept th rough a path 
100 y ards wide, carry ing ev ery th ing 
b efore it, h uge elm and oak trees b e­ 
ing snapped in two like pipe stems, 
wh ile oth ers 
were torn up 
b y th e 
roots. 
Mr. Joh n P. Warren, wh o resides on 
South Vermont street, th is city , was 
at h is farm, one-h alf mile south of 
th e 
waterworks, wh en th e tornado 
passed th rough th at section, and h is 
description of th e storm’s rav ages is 
indeed graph ic. 
“My stock seemed to h av e a fore­ 
warning th at someth ing was to h ap­ 
pen,” said Mr. W arren, “for th e h ogs 
set up an unmerciful squealing, wh ile 
th e cattle b ellowed as if crazed b y 
fear. 
“Th e wind struck my residence and 
b lew one of th e ch imney s down,wh ile 
a large pane of glass in th e front win 
dow was demolish ed. 
A y oung apple 
orch ard 
w^as b adly damaged, 
one 
fourth of a mile of a six -wire fence 
carried away , elm and oak trees 
were b roken off at th e ground like 
match es, and I h av e not b een ab le to 
find th e least trace of a couple 
of 
stacks of h ay . 
I h av e enough wood 
as th e result of th e storm to do me 
for fiv e y ears. 
“One of th e most singular th ings 
th at came under my ob serv ation was 
a b rand new milk b ucket found h ang­ 
ing on a post after th e storm, it likely 
h av ing b een b lown from th e h ome of 
Frank Smith , one-h alf mile distant. 
“On th e Smith place a new red b arn 
was completely demolish ed, and some 
of th e tim b ers were b lown one-h alf a 
mile away . 
His h en h ouse was car­ 
ried from th e face of th e earth , and 
dead poultry is scattered all ov er h is 
place, wh ile one room was b lown off 
of h is dwelling. 
He h ad one h orse 
crippled, b ut all of th e oth er stock 
^escaped. 
A singular th ing was th at 
th e wind carried a b uggy quite a dis­ 
tance in one direction, wh ile a wagon 
only a few feet distant was carried in 
just ex actly th e opposite direction. It 
is impossib le to estim ate th e damage, 
b ut I feel safe in say ing th at y ou will 
h av e difficulty in finding any th ing in 
th e sh ape of a h ay stack in th at im­ 
m ediate v icinity .’* 
Jno. W alker’s h ouse, six miles south 
of town, was b lown ov er, and th e b am 
remov ed from th e foundation. 
A 20- 
acre orch ard was b adly damaged. Th e 
h ouse, v alued at ab out 13 000, was oc­ 
cupied b y Henry P. Junder and fam­ 
ily , b ut none of th em was injured! 
J. H. W arren, sev en miles south ­ 
west of Sedalia, h ad h is kitch en and 
dining room b lown away , 
and h is 
b am and windmill were wrecked. Th e 
h ouse was insured for $700 in th e 
Tornado Mutual, b ut th ere was no in­ 
surance on th e b am. 
In Sedalia,. th ere was 
v ery little 
wind, and no damage to amount to 
any th ing resulted. 
Ch arles Oliv er 
and wife, 
colored 
people, wh ile returning from th e coun­ 
try to Sedalia were sh ocked b y a b olt 
of ligh tning wh ich stm ck near th em. 
Both of th em, it Is said, were ren­ 
dered unconscious for sev eral mln- 
iifes. 
Th ey were, h owev er, ab le to 
continue on th eir Journey . 
Th e celling of 
Prof. Eoll’s Latin 
room in th e High sch ool b uilding fell 
down during th e storm. No one was 
injured. 
W h en th e storm came up th e^pupils 


of Summit sch ool were dismissed for 
th e day . 
Hail b roke a window in th e South ­ 
east sch ool b uilding, b ut th e pupils 
remained composed and th e teach ers 
h ad no troub le in quieting th eir fears 
of th e storm. 
Oth er storm notes reported are as 
follows: 
Ch ris. I.ange, b arkeeper at Peter 
Í Peh l’s in th is city , h ad a b arn wreck- 
I ed on h is farm pear th e Alcorn pack­ 
ing h ouse. 
On th e farm of 
Wiliiam Higgins, 
near Valda, sev eral of th e outb uild­ 
ings were destroy ed. 
At th e Fowler farm, four miles east 
of Sedalia, cattle sh eds were razed, a 
carriage h ouse was b lown ov er, h ay 
ricks were scattered and trcHs and 
sh rub b ery ruined. 
At th e h ome of Mrs. Willis Frank­ 
lin, 
of th e 
Beaman 
neigh b orh ood, 
sev eral outb uildings were destroy ed, 
wh ile at th e A. E. Porter farm fences 
were b lown down and carried away 
b y th e wind. 
On th e farm of C. B. Green, south ­ 
east of Sedalia, sev eral stacks of h ay 
w^ere carried th rough space, and h av e 
not b een located. 
At Otterv ille, a portion of th e roof 
of th e Potter drug store was b lown off. 
At Smith ton, a windmill was b lown 
dowm, and sh eds and outb uildings were 
laid low. 
Th ere was a report th at Nev ada h ad 
b een wrecked b y a cy clone, b ut such 
w’as not th e case. Th ere was a h eav y 
wind, h ail and rain storm, doing much 
damage to fruit and v egetation, h ut 
no one w'as injured.

Marsh all, Mob erly , Mex ico and oth er 
Missouri 
tow'ns 
sufTered from like 
causes, b ut it is impossib le to estimate 
th e damage th rough out th e state. 
At 
Mex ico tw’o people w^ere h urí, th e v ic­ 
tims b eing J. V. Duty and Jerry Curry , 
and at Mob erly an unknown man was 
Injured. 
In Ch icago many people were in­ 
jured, h ow many cannot b e ascertain­ 
ed. 
In East St. Louis, 111., sev eral 
were h urt, none mortally , so far as 
known. 
In Grand Rapids, Mich ., six 
h ouses were wrecked and th e occu­ 
pants injured.

were witnesses b efore th at b ody , stood 
upon th eir constitutional righ ts. 
Mr. Kelly is th e man wh o sold th e 
ot to th e gov ernment for th e postoffice 
at Nev ada. 
Both Metcalf and Kelly 
were placed under b ond of $500. 
Th e Inv estigation includes th at site, 
as it does th e sites at Hannib al, Mo­ 
b erly , Kirksv ille and Louisiana. 
Two of th e men said to b e concern­ 
ed in th e irregularities, J. B. Vernon 
and C. L. Blanton, were indicted at 
Hannib al, and court meets th ere again 
b efore it reconv enes at Jefferson City .

Mr. Daw­ 
son is one of th e h eirs to an estate 
referred to as follows in a Muskogee, 
I. T.. dispatch of th e 24 th inst.: 
Th e contest of th e ftew'son family 
for admission to th e Ch erokee rolls 
h as b een decided in fav or of th e Daw­ 
sons, and th ey will b e admitted with 
all th e righ ts of Ch erokees, get th eir 
allotments and money s of th e trib e. 
Th e Dawson case is one of th e most 
important th at ev er h as come out of 
th e enrollment of Ch erokees. 
Th e 
family emb races sev eral h undred per­ 
sons, and th eir h oldings will amount 
to nearly a million dollars. 
In th e early day s, wh en th e records 
of th e Ch erokees w'ere not clear, sev ­ 
eral memb ers of th e Dawson family 
were admitted to citizensh ip in th e 
Ch erokee nation b y an Indian citizen­ 
sh ip court. Th ese persons afterwards 
b ecame h eads of families, and all now 
h av e won th e righ t to allotments. 
Th e record of th is admission b y th e 
citizensh ip court 
h as b een clouded, 
and th ere was an intimation Th at th e 
Dawsons h ad b ough t th eir way into 
th e trib e. 
But th ey were a powerful 
family politically , and th ere nev er was 
a Ch erokee ch ief wh o dared to take 
issue and figh l th eir claim to trib al 
lands and money . 
Wh en it came time for enrollment 
b y th e Dawes commission, pub lic sen­ 
tim ent in th e nation forced th e attor­ 
ney s for th e Ch erokees to contest th e 
Dawson righ t. 
Th e Dawsons* attorney s took th e 
position th at th ey h ad b een admitted 
b y a citizensh ip court, and th at th e 
commission h ad no righ t to go b eh ind 
th a t Th e case h as dragged along for 
two y ears.

TNe $1,500,000 Appropriation 
for Kaw River. 


THE OUT LOOK IS NOT GOOD 


Senate Committee Considers the Mat­ 
ter, But It Went Over Until 
Next Thursday. 


Th e outlook Is not good for Kansas 
ity getting an appropriation of $1,- 
5 00,000 for th e improv ement of th e 
Kaw riv er at its mouth , judging from 
h e following dispatch of th e 24 th 
trom Wash ington: 
Th e senate committee on commerce 
Jiis morning h ad under consideration 
:h e amendment offered in th e senate 
ay Senator Long appropriating $1,500,- 
000 for improv ements 
in th e 
Kaw 
riv er. 
Senator Stope, in calling up 
th e 
amendment, made a statem ent of th e 
conditions at Kansas City and th e 
necessity of action th at will prev ent 
urth er destruction b y flood’s. He urg­ 
ed th e committee to insert th e amend­ 
ment in th e sundry civ il. 
Ch airman Fry e read statem ents sub ­ 
mitted b y Secretary Taft and Oeneral 
McKenzie, ch ief of engineers, with 


reference to th e amendment. 
In h is 
statem ent th e secretary say s: 
“Th e necessity of th e undertaking 
of th e work h ere proposed is v ery 
great, and th e difficulty of its b eing 
dome b y joint action of th e municipal 
or state auth orities will impress itself 
upon ev ery one familiar with th e cir­ 
cumstances. 
How far th is difficulty 
and th e v ery great present emergency 
ough t to lead congress in making an 
appropriation of ch aracter proposed Is 
sub mitted to th at b ody .” 
General McKenzie does not recom­ 
mend an appropriation. He states th at 
“under th e conditions ex isting th ere 
is not b eliev ed to b e any pub lic de­ 
mand for improv ement of th e Kaw as 
a nav igab le water-v ay , and th e work 
desired will not, it is th ough t, affect 
any large nav igation interests.” 
Th e committee took no action on 
th e amendment. 
Senator Stone will 
call it up again at a meeting 
nex t 
Th ursday .

The Aquarium’s stock of frogs has 
b een lat>ely increased in numb er b y the 
addition of three which we*e takejp 
from the crop of a loon shot b y Wil­ 
liam Laramie, of 'Willimantic, Conn., 
says the.

The loon had b een carried home b y 
Mr. Laramie, who intended to mount 
it, not thinking that there was any­ 
thing very remarkab le contained with­ 
in it; b ut when he laid it on a tab le 
and b egan work upon it Uie first thing 
he took from its crop was a fr» g. 
And then he took from the crop, one 
after another, four more frogs, making 
five altogether, which the b ird had 
doub tless picked up from the b anks 
of the stream on which it was shot, 
and some of w'hich it must hi ve had 
in its crop for hours. 
It was remarkab le encugh to find 
five frogs in one loon’s crop, b ut, lay­ 
ing them aside on the tab ’e as fast as 
he took them out—five frogs of the 
leopard, or spotted, variety, the larg­ 
est of them ab out three inches—the 
hunter had another surprise ir store 
for him. 
I.<ookiiig up from the work on the 
b ird, he saw one of the frogs on the 
tab le move, and presently all fi^e of 
the frogs, which had all seemed dead, 
-as they might reasonab ly have b een 
ex pected to b e when taken fro?n the 
loon’s crop, came to I'fc.
